The most careful training is neces- 
sary to enable them to overcome 
any natural strain of obstinacy. 


For one thing, they require 
quiet, gentle talking to, tactful 
trentment, reasonable explanations 
when they must not do something 
or other, Careful examination will 
show whether obstinacy is due to 
hunger or fatigue, points which 
are not .always considered when 
secking explanations of naughti- 
ness. gor 


Some mothers attempt to cure 
their children of obstinacy by 
holding out against them, match- 
ing their will power against that 
of the little ones, making threats 
such as “You shall do as Tsay, 
whether you like it or not.” 


Nothing could be more inept. It 
only creates an impasse, followed 


‘by emotional reactions which are 


pound to harm the child, What is 
more,’ mother often gets worsted 
in this battle of wills, a disastrous 
atato of affairs when It happens. 
“Scenes” arg never edifying, and 


-l they arc certainly far from credl- 


table to the mother, She should 
never allow herself to be tempted 
to make one or allow anyone else 
to do so. It is best to avold these 
crises by never joining issue when 
obstinacy hovers near, 


WITHOUT AN AUDIENCE 


There will be a thme when she 
must say the first “No,” and then 
sho must see that she is obeyed, 
but for the moment this point may 
be ‘left aside. When confronted 
with stubbornness, the mother 
must not deal with the culprit be- 
fore an audience, because there is 
uu danger of these others, especially 
members of. the family, interfer- 
ing to make the taak of correction

others is seldom successful and 
should not bo allowed at any cost.

EXPERIMENTS 
WITH MICE 


The annual report of the Me- 
dical Research Council for 1933- 
34° was -published recently. It 
covers the whole field of medical 
atudy and carrica a step forward 
the resenrches now proceeding in- 
to. the mechantam of the nervous 
system, tha action of vitamins. 
and the nature of influenza. 
Studies are foreshadowed ‘of ‘the 
relationship between inheritance 
and disease, of the chemistry of 
bacterial Hfe, and of accidents on 
ronda. : 

‘A committee has been set up, In 
consultation with .the Bonrd .of 
Control, to advise and assist on 
tho best way of promoting research 
into mental disorders. The com- 
mitteo may inquire into the mental 
condition of the offspring of con- 
songuinous marringes and into 
mental defects noted in twins. 
Ita work ought to implement the 
atudy of the relationship between 
Inheritance and disease which the, 
Human Genetica Committee of the 

* Council ts undertaking, . 

The natural history of epidemics | 
continues to engage attention, and 
Professor Topley's: experiments 
“with colonies of mice are ‘being 
continued. Hina achievement has 
made it possible to attidy epidemics 
in human communitles:from a new 
angle, and work Is ‘proceeding. 
Incidentally, the use of diphtheria 
toxin thas been further Iinvesti- 
yated, 

STUDY OF INFLUENZA 


‘The study of influenza has been 
holped by the fact that mice as 
well as ferrets can now be infected 
with the disease. “The  availa- 
bility of a second susceptible 
species,” it is stated, “and espect- 
ally one ao convenient for the pur- 
pose as the mouse, extends the 
nossibilities of experiment . and 
will be of grent practical help in 
the work. It has already . heen 
shown that'the disease can de 
transmitted not only from ferret to 

- Mouse, but also from mouse to 

mouse, and from mouse’ back to 
forret; the direct infection of mou- 
se from man has not yet been 
attempted.” : 

It is parentlietically stuted that 
the method of transmission iy of 
crucial importance, and there, is 
no evidence of natural aprend of 
the disease from the Infected mice 
to others living in) contact with 
them. “Further,” proceeds the 
report, “it has been found that the 
infection can be neutralized for 
the mouse by the rerum of a ferret 
recovered from the disease and 
subsequently rendered hyper-im- 
mune by repeated administration 
of virus. Thus, mice inoculated 

~ with mixtures of the virus and the 
. serum do not contract. the disease, 
while controls receiving virus 
alone regularly do so, Cultural 
and filtration experiments have 
confirmed that the mouse disease 
Js. due to an ultra-microsepoic 
organism.” : 

Close touch had been maintain- 
ed with the American workers on 
“hog influenza.” A parallel series 
of experlments with swine virus 
kives results closely similar to 
“those obtained with the virus of 
human ortyin—ns regards infeetion 
of the ferret and moure, ax regards 
immunity, and as regards filtra- 
tion—so that the two viruses were 
certinly intimately related. Com- 
menting on the progress of the 
investigations as a whole, the 
report states :— : 

“It is to be emphasized, how- 

. over, that tlie work does not give 
any tmmedinte prospect of 
practical applications to the con- 
trol of human influenza. What- 
ever else may ultimately result 
from, this work, a much clearer 
understanding of the disease may, 
at lenat be confidently expected; 
fn particular, it is likely to 
facilitute the distinction between 
true eqidemie influenza and the 
many other conditions to which 
the name is at present loosely 
applied.” ‘ :

THE PRICE OF PEACE 


“The price of peace is written 
down in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. We under- 
took to pay that price at the 
Peace Conference, Four years 
of war taught the statesmen of 
nations in 1918 that the 
price must’ be paid’ These 
words of Mr, Arthur Henderson, 
in a recent address to a League 
of Nations Union mecting, put 
plainly an issue which is still of 
vital concern to the nations of 
the world, War is neither im- 
minent nor inevitable. But the 
mere reiteration of the desire for 
pence and protests against war 
will not bring the world back to 
path of security and dis- 
armament, Nobody can deny 
that some of the present’ ten- 
dencies in international policy 
are highly dangerous to- world 
peace. There is n grave danger 
of alliances supplanting the

sult that nations may continue to 
pile up armaments in a vain 
attempt to achieve security. 
But the League of Nations was 
organised to prevent such a re- 
turn to the conditions which led 
to the disaster of 1914-18, The 
Covenant of the League, the 
Locarno Treaty and other agree- 
ments were founded on the 
principle of collective security. 
The Disarmament Conference 
was initiated for the purpose of 
achieving an all-round reduction 
of armaments in return for the 
guarantee of security which a 
collective peace system will give. 
No Disarmament Convention is 
possible unless it is founded on 
this vital’ principle. Unfortun-, 
ately, the prestige of the League 
has been lowered by the failure 
of ita members to act upon the 
principles .embodied _ in the 
Covenant’ of the League. But 
this is not the time to dwell 
upon. past failures. The urgent 
need of the moment is for the 
-ethtesmen-in—overycountry.,_to_ 
realise that peace is indivisible, 
and that to seek to divide: the 
responsibility for ; preserving 
pence ig to’ throw over the 
Covenant and embark on the 
road that leads to another Euro- 
pean war in which every country 
would be involved. The people 
of Great Britain are equally con- 
cerned with the people of other 
countries in the vital question of 
collective security. They cannot 
stand aloof from the situation in 
Europe and trust in national 
armaments to-keep them dut of 
war. Britain has undertaken 
certain obligations with the 
other signatories to the Locarno 
Treaty, and at Stresa these obli-. 
gations were solemnly -reaffirm-. 
ed. What remains to be done is 
to go.on with the. building up of

WELFARE PROGRAMME 


Schemes in operation for, the |: 


training, instruction and welfare 
of unamployed men and women 
aro described in the annual.report 
of the Ministry of Labour, which 
hag just been published. Included 
with the Government training cen- 
tres, instructional centres, | and 
-physical — training centres are 
various vocational and doniestic 
training centres provided by out- 
side bodics with financial asals- 
tance from the Ministry. Refer- 
ence is also made to the occupa- 
‘tional and welfare ‘achemes Or- 
ganised by the National Council 
of Social Service with ‘the Minis- 
try’s co-operation and finaiclal 
help... The number of Government 
training centres last year was 
Increased from olght to nine, and 
the number of places provided,, in 
correspondence with the prospects 
of employment, {nereased from 
2,182 to 3,056; but this is con- 
aiderably below the total accom- 
modation available at the centres, 
where 3,660 persons could be pro- 
vided for, A satisfactory flow of 
recruits is reported, and it is 
atnted that 4,819 men entered em- 
ployment from the centres, aa com- 
pared’) with 8,728 in the previous 
year, One new course of training 
(metal polishing) was added dur- 
ing the year. Special training 
nchemes promoted by. private or- 
ganisations with the Mintatry’s 
nasiatanee were mainly for domestic 
employment—for example, foat- 
men, houseboys, gardeners, and 
cooks, .

FITNESS FOR WORK 


The object of the instructional 
centres is the restoration of unem- 
ployed .men to fitness for employ- 
ment, Mid an outstanding feature 
has been the development of sum- 
mer tented camps. In the summer 
of 1994 there were 13 such campa, 
providing accommodation for 2,000 
trainees. Altogether, 16,248 men 
were admitted to the camps and 
centres, and the number who enter- 
ed employment during or at the 
end of the course was 2.475, as 
compared with 1,496 in the pre- 
ceding year.” Physical training 
classes were in operation in more 
than a score of places. The object 
of these classes isyfo encourage 
local volunt bodic® to take them 
over at the end’ of six months and 
the Ministry did not maintain more 
than eight at, a time. Since the 
inception of the scheme in 1932, 
there have been 34 centres estab- 
lished, and in only four cages has 
the Ministry. beon unable to find 
local agencies to carry them on. 
About 14,600 have been enrolled for: 
the classes since they started, 
6,500 in 1934. Welfare centres to 
the total of 1,188 were in existence 
at the end of 1934. There wero 
1,462 occupational centres in which 
instruction was given in boot re- 
pairing, ckementary carpentering, 
handicrafts, etc., and 785 recrea- 
tional centres provided’ facllities 
for reading and’games. Under the 
1934 Act, the Minilater is authorfaed 
to contribute to the cost of such 
services, and during the year its 
pgrant was- approximately...£50,000;

TO-DAY'S ‘MOTORING HINT 
CORRECTING A SKID 


When the car skids there is 0 
danger of the driver losing his 
head: The two muin points to re- 
member ure to keep cool and to 
steer into the skid at once. 

This method of correcting a skid 
is easy to bear in mind. If the 
rear of the car skids towards the 
off-side the front wheels should 
be deflected to the right, for this 
brings the rear of the car Into the 
straight again. The degree, of 
deflection must depend upon the 
severity of the skid, since if the 
front wheels are turned too much 
the rear of the car is apt to swing 
over to the near-side. - A

application of the brakes the 
pressure_on-the-brake.pedal should 
be released for a few. moments and 
the skid corrected in the manner 
described.

“AN IRISHMAN RULES 


~ DANZIG |

 harray is in the romantic rise 
of, Mr, Sean ‘Lester from 
reporter’s desk to  Danzix's

amall, sharp-cyed, cautious Irish-

gree of tact, integrity, and diploma- 
tle skill in controlling a mininture 
state Whose problems -have an {m- 
portant bearlng on the peace of 
Europe. 


With a surrounding area of over 
‘760 square miles and a population 
of some 400,000 Danzig wax made. 
n Free City under the protection 
of the League of Nations after 
the World War, Its future pro- 
vided one of the most testing: is- 
gues of the Pence Conference.’ 
Wedged in between East Prussia 
and the Polish Corridor, it remains 
predominantly German, yet pro- 
vides one of the two main outlets 
to the sea for Poland’s trade. 


Mr, Lester's election to this im. 
portant post recalls the proverbial 
story of the Irishman who, when 
naked if he could play the fiddle, 
anawered, “I don’t) know. I've 
never tried.” Mr. Lester would 
probably have been prompted by 
his native self-confidence to reply 
to the same effect if he had been 
caught on an assignment in Dublin 
for the Freeman's Journal and 
asked if he could take control of 
one of the “hot spots’ of Europe. 


His appointment was hailed in 
the trish Free State as oa high 
tribute to the young republic and 
to the qualities of its diplomatic 
ayronts,

Sean Lester is one of the many 
Irishmen whose course in life was 
diverted by the’ lrish revolution 
into a channel} he could hardly have 
anticipated, Though a native af 
Belfast, he was one of the early 
members of the Sinn Fein move- 
ment and took a prominent part in 
Irish nationalist affairs, When he 
went to Dublin he served on the 
Evening’ Mait and subsequently on 
the Freeman's Journal, which he 
left to tuke charge of the Govern- 
ment Press Bureau under Mr. 
William T. Cosgrave’s administra- 
tion. Later he'was transferred to 
the Department of Peer Affaire 
and from there he went, in 1929, 
to’ Geneva 2s permanent Free 
State delegate to the League. of 
Nations. 


vIn his earlier days as.a journalist 
in Dublin Mr, Lester became a 
ataunch friend of foreign corres- 
pondents, for whom he was a ready 
source of information in a city 
where “news" js by no means al- 
ways easy to obtain, At Geneva 
he soon became popular with per- 
manent representatives of other 
countries, “He: was renowned - for 
his impartiality, shrewdness of 
judgment, — persuasivenesa — and, 
when necessary, firmness. He 
served on the Council, on the Com- 
mittee of Nineteen that dealt with 
the Sino-Japanese dispute and on 
those dealing with the Leticia and 
Gran Chaco disputes; and he acted 
as “rapporteur” in a number of 
delicate negotiations on Minorities 
questions. Mofeover, he and Mra, 
Lester enjoyed happy social and 
personal relationships during thelr 
stay in Geneva.

Tho annual’ report of the Me- 
dical Resenrch Council for 1033- 
34 was. published -‘recently, It 
covers tho whole field of medical 
atudy and carrics a step forward 
the researchos now proceeding in- 
‘fo the mechanism of the nervous 
syatem, the action of vitamins. 
‘and the nature of influenza. 
Studies aro foreshadowed of the 
‘rolationship betwoen Inheritance 
and disease, of the chomistry of 
bacterial fe, and of accidents on 
roads. 

A committee has been sct up, in 
consultation with the Board of 
Control, to advise and assist on 
the best way of promoting research 
into mental disorders. The com- 
mittee may inquire into the mental 
condition of ‘the offspring of con- 
sanguinoua marriages and into 
mental defects noted In twins. 
Its work ought to implement’ the 
study of tho relationship between 
inheritance and disease which the 
Human Genctics Committee of the 
Council) is undertaking. 

The natural history of epidemica 
continues to engage attentlon, and 

> Professor Topley’s experiments 
with colonics of mice are being 
continued. .Hia achievement has 
made it possible to study epidemics 
in human communities from a new 
angle, and. ‘work is proceeding.

STUDY OF INFLUENZA 


The study of influenza has been 
helped by the fact that mice as 
well as ferreta can now be infected 

- ith the discasd. “The availa. 
dilily of a, second susceptible 
species,” jt Is atated, “and especi- 
ally one so convenient for the pur- 
pose as the mouse, extenda the 
poasibilities of experiment and 
will be of great practicn) help In 
the work, It has already been

It fs parenthetically stated that 
the method of transmission is of 
crucial jimportaace, and there is 
no evidence of natural spread of 
the disense from tho infected mice 
to others living in contact with 
them.

Close touch had been maintnin- 
ed with the American workers on 
“hog influenza.” A parallel scrics 
of experiments with swine virus 
gives results closely similar to 
those obtained with the virus of 
human orlgin—as regards {nfection 
of the ferret and mouse, as regards 
immunity, and a8 regards filtra- 
tion—so that the two viruses were 
certinly intimately related. Com- 
menting on the vrogress of the 
investigations ag a ‘whole, the 
report states:— : 

"It ia to bo emphasized, how- 
ever, that the work does not give 
any immediate prospect of 
practical applications to the con- 
‘trol of human influenza, What- 
ever .clse may ultimately 
from this work, a much clearcr 
understanding of the disease may 
at least be confidently expected;

THE PRICE OF PEACE 


“The price of peace is written 
down -in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. We under- 
took to pay that price at the 
Peace Conference. Four years 
of war taught the statesmen of 
the nations in| 1918 that the 
price must be paid.” These 
words of Mr. Arthur Henderson, 
in a recent address to a League 
of Nations Union meeting, put 
plainly an issue which is still of 
vital concern to the nations’ of 
the world. War is neither im- 
minent nor inevitable. ‘But the 
mere reiteration of the desire for 
peace and protests against war 
will not bring the world back to 
the path of security and dis- 
armament. Nobody can deny 
that some of the present ten- 
dencies in international policy 
are highly dangerous to world 
peace. There is a grave danger 
of alliances supplanting the 
League, with the inevitable re- 
sult that nations may continue to 
pile up armaments in a vain 
attempt to achieve security. 
But the League of Nations was 
organised to prevent such a re- 
turn to the conditions which led 
to the disaster of 1914-18. The 
Covehant of the League, the 
Locarno Treaty and other agree- 
ments were founded on the 
principle of collective security. 
The Disarmament Conference 
was initiated for the purpose of 
achieving an all-round reduction 
of armaments in return for the 
guarantee of security which a 


collective peace system will give.. 


No Disarmament Convention is 
possible unless it is founded on 
this vital principle. Unfortun- 
ately, the prestige of the League 
has been Jowered by the failure 
of its members to act upon the 
principles embodied in the 
Covenant of the League. But 
this is not the time to dwelt 
upon past failures. The urgent 
need of the moment is for the 
statesmen in every country to

WELFARE PROGRAMME 


Schemes in operation: for the 
training, instruction and welfare 
of unemployed men. and ‘women 
are described in the annual report 
of the Ministry of Labour, which 
has just been published. Included 
with the Government training ccn- 
tres, instructional centres, ond 
physical training centres are 
yartous vocational and domestic 
training centres. provided by out- 
side bodies with financial nsals- 
tance from the Ministry: Refer- 
ence is nlao made to the occupa- 
tional and welfare schemes or- 
ganieed .by the National Council 
of. Social Service with: the Minis- 
try’s co-operation und financial 
help. The number of Government. 
training centres Inst year was 
increased from eight to nine, and 
the number of places provided, in 
correspondence with the prospects 
of employment, incrensed from 
2,132 to 3,056; but this is con- 
siderably below’ the total accom- 
modation available at the centres, 
where 3,660 persona could be pro- 
vided for, A satisfactory flow of 
recruits {8 reported, and it is 
stated that 4,819 men entered em- 
ployment from,the centres, ‘as com- 
pared with "8,728 in the’ previous 
year. Ono new course of training 
(metal polishing) was added dur- 
ing the year. Special training 
schemes promoted by private or- 
ganisations with the Ministry's 
assistance were mainly for domestic, 
employment—for example, — foot- 
men, héusebeys, gardeners, and 
cooks. :

FITNESS FOR WORK 


The object of the instructional 
centres is the restoration of unem- 
ployed men to fitness for employ- 
ment, and an outstanding feature 
has been.the development of sum- 
mer tented camps. In the summer 
of 1934 there were 13 such camps, 
providings accommodation for 2,000 
trainees. Altogether, 16.248 men 
were admitted to the camps and 
ventres, and the number who enter- 
ed employment during: or at. the 
end of the course was 2.475, a9 
compared with 1,496 in) the pre- 
ceding year, Physical — training 
classes were in operation in more 
than a score of places. The object 
of these classes is to encourage 
local voluntary bodies to take theme 
over at the end of six montns and 
the Ministry did not maintain more 
than eight at a time. Since the 
inception of the scheme in 1922, 
there have been 34 centres estab 
lished, afd in only four cases has 
the Ministry been) pnable to find 
local agencies to carry them on. 
About 14,600 have been enrolled for 
the classes since they started, 
5,600 in 1934. Welfare centres to 
the total of 1,188 were in existence 
at the end of 1984. There. were 
1,462 occupational centres in which 
instruction was given in boot re- 
pairing, elementary carpentering, 
handicrafts, ete. and 786  reeren- 
tional centres provided facilities 
for reading and games. Under the 
1934 Act, the Minister is authorised 
to contribute to the cost of such 
services, and during the year its 
grant was approximately £50,000, 
#iven on the condition that at least 
an equal amount was raised from 
voluntary funds. The Ministry 
continued its grant to the National 
Council of Social Service, which 
has acted in collaboration with 
other national, regional, and focal 
organisations. Local officers of the 
Ministry gave active help, and in 
many districts assisted voluntarily 
in. their spare time.

When the car skids there is a 
danger of the driver losing his: 
head.’ The two main points to re- 
member sre to keep cool and to

If the 
rear of the car skids towards the 
off-side the front wheels should 
be deflected to the right, for this 
brings the rear of the car into the 
straight ‘again.

AN IRISHMAN RULES ~ 
DANZIG 


" By PETER’ LYNE 


HERE is In the romantic rise 
of Mr. Sean Lester from 
reporter's desk to | Danzig’s 
“throne” a marked flavour’ of 
Ruritanian film scenarios. This 
small, sharp-cyed, cautious Irish- 
man, who little more than 10 years 
ago was news-gathering in Dublin, 
is now called upon, as High. Com- 
missioner for the -Free City of 
Danzig, to exercise the highest de- 
gree of tact, integrity, and diploma- 
tic skill in controling a miniature 
state whose problems, have an im- 
portant: bearing on the peace of 
Europe. , * . 


With a surrounding area of over 
750 square miles and a population 
of some 100,000 Danzig was made 
a Free City under the protection 
of the League of ‘Nations after 
(he > World War. Its future pro- 
vided one of the most testing is- 
sues of the Peace Conference. 
Wedged in between, Enst Prussia 
and the Polish Corridor, it remains 
predominantly German, yet pro- 
vides one of the two main. outlets 
tothe sca for Poland's trade. 


Mr. Lester's election to this im- 
portant post recalls the proverbial 
story of the Irishman who, when 
asked if he could play the fiddle, 
answered, “I don't) know. I've 
never tried.” Mr. Lester | would 
probably have been prompted by 
his native self-confidence to reply 
to the same effect if he had been 
ealght on an assignment in Dublin 
for the Freeman's Jdorrnal and 
asked iT he could take control of 
one of the “hot spots” of Europe. 


His appointment was hailed in 
the Trish Free State as a high 
tribute to the young republic and 
to the qualities of its diplomatic 
nents, : 

. . ry 

Sean Lester is one of the many 
Irishmen whose course in Hfe was 
diverted by the Irish revolution 
into a channel he could hardly have 
anticipated. Thoagh a native of 
Helfast, he was one of the early 
members of the Sinn Fein move. 
ment and took a prominent part in 
Trish nationalist affairs, When he 
went to: Dublin he served on the 


‘Evening Mail and subsequently on 


the Freeman's Journal, which he 
left to take charge of the Govern- 
ment. Press Bureau under Mr. 
William T, Cosgrave’s administra- 
tion. Later he was transferred to 
the Department of External Affairs 
and from there he went, in 1929, 
to Geneva as permanent Free 
State delegate to the League of 
Nations. 


‘In his earlier days as a journalist 
in Dublin. Mr. Lester became a 
staunch friend of foreign corres- 
pondents, for whom he was a ready 
source of information in a city 
where “news” is by no means al- 
ways casy to obtain... At Geneva 
he soon became popular with per- 


manent representatives of other: 


countries... He was renowned- for 
his impartiality, shrewdness of 
judgment,  persuasiveness © and, 
when necessary, firmness. He 
served on the Council, on the Com- 
mittee of Nineteen that dealt with 
the Sino-Japanese dispute afd on 
those dealing with the Leticin and 
Gran Chaco disputes; and he acted 
as “rapporteur” in a number of 
delicate negotiations on Minorities 
questions. Morcover, he and Mrs, 
Lester enjoyed happy social and 
personal relationships during their 
stay in Geneva, , 
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The Danzig? High Commissioner 
ig a firm belfever in the importance 
of the League, especially for the 


smaller states. He has often ex-[. 


pressed his admiration for the work 
done by the representatives of such 
countries as Norway, Sweden and 
Czecho-Slovakia.., ¢ 


-The post whieh he occupies, and 
which carries a salary of £6,000 a 
year, a8 much aa the Britlah Prime 
Minister's, was established under 
the Treaty of Versailles and subse- 
quent treaties concluded between 
Poland and Danzig.
